25 connected disability rating from the veterans administration or the
26 military service from which the veteran was discharged and:
27 (((1))) (a) Has lost the use of both hands or one foot;
28 (((2))) (b) Was captured and incarcerated for more than twenty-nine
29 days by an enemy of the United States during a period of war with the
30 United States;
31 (((3))) (c) Has become blind in both eyes as the result of military

33 (((4))) (d) Is rated by the veterans administration or the military

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 1 (4) As a civil service crewmember with service aboard a U.S. army
 2 transport service or U.S. naval transportation service vessel in
 3 oceangoing service from December 7, 1941, through December 31, 1946; or
 4 (5) As a member of the Philippine armed forces/scouts during the
 5 period of armed conflict from December 7, 1941, through August 15,
 6 1945."
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 7 In line 1 of the title, after "collection;" strike the remainder of
 8 the title and insert "amending RCW 73.04.115 and 41.04.007; reenacting
 9 and amending RCW 46.16.313 and 73.04.110; adding new sections to
10 chapter 46.16 RCW; and adding a new section to chapter 43.60A RCW."
